OUCHING the effect of the collection upon the 
T mind already hardened and shut up to Its own 
standards of poetry, the present reviewer may 
be pardoned a reminiscence. In the Summer of 1900, 
being London, and having the pleasure of a 
communion of days with a dear old friend, an 
involuntary exile there, he mentioned to this friend 
the considerations of the first preceding paragraph, 
of specification, mentioned that he 
frequently requested so to do,” 
by persons whose poetical perceptions he valued, 
had not yet, considering the shortness of life 
and the value of time, seen his way to arrive at 
a conclusion respecting the poetical value of Mr.

UT the best criticism in verse does not make the 
B poet of a people. Al! this pamphleteering son- 
neteering, were it ever so well or beiter done, and 
though it took the popular instead of the unpopular 
point of view, is largely “ aliunde ” when the question 
is of pure poetry. These two volumes are not ex- 
travagant in bulk. But it seems that the pure poet- 
ical residuum of them can all be compressed within 
the limits of the anthologies of the next generation, 
that they will all be manageable by the future Pal- 
grave. It may be a pity that the residuum is not 
greater. But what there is of it, it seems, may defy 
the storms of several generations to efface.

Seem iAT it needs courage in a painter to 
wield the goose quill of the art critic 
and distribute praise and blame to his 
comrades and contemporaries in the 
profession is a matter of which Mr. 
Kenyon Cox has had sufficient knowl- 

edge these many years; but in putting out a little 

book of essays in art criticism he has avoided as far 
as possible peril of judgments passed on those 
in close contact with him. Augustus Saint Gaudens 
is the only all-round American whose work he re- 
views, for John Singer Sargent and Whistler are to 
all intents and purposes foreigners. He may be 
congratulated on the wisdom of silence regarding 
all other American artists. What he has to say about 

Perugino, Paolo Veronese, Diirer, Rubens, Frans 

Hals, and Rembrandt has all the more interest 

because he is a painter himself, 

It may be due to the limits necessarily estab- 
lished by any painter who has gone through the 
schools, is himself a teacher, and hag to read the 
rules and regulations in art to his pupils that Mr. 
Cox is sometimes unsympathetic toward wayward 
genluses like William Blake. When he says of 
Blake: ‘On the other hand, he had a strong imagt- 
native sense of the weird and awful, a feeling for 
grandeur of style, and an ability to suggest space 
and mcvement. Some of the Inventions to the Book 
of Job reach a very high level of dignity and beauty, 
and are more essentially large in their small di- 
mensions than many a_ twenty-foot canvas or 
fresco"’ one feels that perhaps the very profession 
which Mr. Cox has followed with success puts up 
bars against a full appreciation of a nature like 
Biake’s. All through the little essay one feels the 
hatred of the Paris-taught artist for the exaggera- 
tions and rhapsodies with pen and pencil] which 
give a particularly delightful flavor to most of 
Blake’s work. It is a curious fact that some of the 
latest painters in Germany, England, and America 
offer examples of the more or less unconscious in- 


fluence exerted by William Blake, 
M chapter on Frans Hals is written with much 
more inner feeling than that on Rembrandt. 
The wizard of Leyden seems to leave Mr. Cox very 
cool, as if he could scarcely understand the intense 
admiration felt for him in recent times. It ig the 
sculptors rather than the painters whom this critic 
seems to appreciate best. The leading chapter on 
the early Renaissance sculptors of Italy and those 
on the earlier work and the Sherman Statue by 
Saint Gaudens, and also that on Michael Angelo, 
are the best of the little volume. Baudry, the 
painter of the Paris Opera House, comes in for 
more praise, perhaps, than will be granted him in 
the long run; while Whistler is treated from the 
standpoint of one whose training must inevitably 
prevent a complete sympathy. In Puvis de Cha- 
vannes he finds a modern after his own heart, not 
perhaps so warmly admired as Baudry, but a mas- 
ter who “is still one of the most vital influences of 
contemporary. art, still a leader of the young school, 
still one of the most discussed and criticised of 
artists.” Short as they are, these “ Essays in Crit- 
icism,” expressed in an excellent style, may be 
warmly recommended to lovers of art.

He died in Madrid 
on June 26, 1666; the mext day he was 
embalmed and was buried on July 4. The 
same day, however, his body was sent to 
Bilboa; “‘he went out of town privately, 
being accompanied only by a part of his 
own retinue."" On July 8 Lady Fanshawe 
—with a baby—followed her husband’s 
body and waited at Bilboa until Oct 3, 
when ghe started through France, reach- 
ing England finally on Nov. 22. The 
King owed her some £7,800 for unpaid 
salary and disbursements, but two years 
later she was glad to get £5,400. She 
died in 1679-80, after thirteen years of 
quiet, which must have been pleasant 
after a score of years of travel and hard- 
ship. She was always cheerful, however; 
as her editor remarks, she must have 
been born under a dancing star.

He was the professional mediator of 
the Liberal Party; he was called in by 
Lord John Russell to carry word to Lord 
Chancellor Westbury that his resignation 
was wanted, because of the scandal over 
iis son's appointment; he had to prevent 
Lord Russell from giving a Parliamentary 
dinner to the Opposition peers when Glad- 
stone was giving. one to the Opposition 
leaders of the Commons—and every one 
knows that to prevent a quarrel over a 
dinner calls for diplomacy and tact as 
delicate as does the settlement of an in- 
ternational boundary question. Parlia- 
mentary dinners are very important mat- 
ters in England. 


OR all these things Granville was 
I equal. He “ jollied” his quarreling 
friends until they made up; and 
through his fifty years of activity held 
a unique position in British politics, Bea- 
consfield—Disraeli, he was at the time— 
asked him to join his Cabinet in 1868—a 
very remarkable tribute to an opponent, 
and the two men were always the best 
of friends. Granville’s position accounts 
undoubtedly for his failure to distinguish 
himself positively in his various offices; 
he seems to have made no enemies, to 
have been everybody’s friend, including, 
however, his own; and a man without 
enemies is a man without friends. In 
having no enemies, Granville had nothing 
“to give up.” 
It appears that {t was the Prince Con- 
sort who suggested that the sovereign 
should have an Indian title; “any title, 
such as the Great Mogul,” Prince Albert 
wrote to Granville, “which would 
nect itself with the ancient history of the 
country.” The suggestion was not ac- 
cepted at the time; but twenty years later 
Disraeli, the benevolent assimilator of 
other persons’ ideas, had the Queen 
made Empress of India.

TIBET 


HE je ney recounted in “ Thibet and 
Turkestan,”’ by Oscar Terr 
I. R. G. &., which G. P. Putnam's 
Sons are publishing, was made in the 
latter half of 1903. The route followed 


was as follows: 


y Crosby,

Starting at the Casplan Sea, 
rail eastward through Russian 
to Andijan; thence by caravan, 
Trans-Alai Mountains to Kashgar 
nese Turkestan; thence skirting the Tak- 
lamakan Desert, through Yarkand and 

‘hotan to Polu, a village on the slopes 
of the Kuen Lun Mountains; thence up 
to the Tibetan plateau, whose north- 
west corner we explored, passing through 
the unknown region called Aksai Chin; 
thence out through Ladak and Kashmir 
to Rawal Pindi on the railway; thence 
to Bombay. 

The hardships on this journey, Mr. Cros- 
by says, were in every respect more se- 
vere than those experienced by him in a 
“ considerable ’’ journey in Africa, trav- 
elling from Somaliland to Khartoum. In 
this book he makes an attempt to “ quiet 
some fears and awaken some charities” 
in any who may have been uneasy as to 
the “ Yellow Peril,” by showing the dif- 
ferences between Russian and Chinese 
colonial administration. A large part of 
the text is occupied by a discussion of the 
history and institutions of Tibet and of 
the present political situation; he also 
explains the country’s geographical posi- 
tion. In considering polyandry, the mar- 
riage institution of the Tibetans, the 
author has been led “to point out the 
dependence of all marital forms upon 
property considerations.” He has tried 
to present “in a manner which will con- 
vince without offending,” the special 
adaptation of Tibetan unions to peculiar

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ANTHR OPOLOGICAL STUDY. 


R. FARNELL’S “ The Evolution of | 
Religion,’’ which is added to-day by 


G. P. Putnam's Sons to the Crown 
Theological Library, is up of a 
short series of lectures last 
Spring. The subjects for discussion were 
the ritual of purification and the influ- 
ence of the ideas associated with it upon 
society, morality, and religion; and, sec- 
ondly, the development of prayer from 
lower to higher forms. The lectures have 
been printed practically as they were 
spoken. Mr. Farnell has, however, ex- 
panded them for a history of the Greek 
cults which the Clarendon Press has in 
preparation. J 

These chapters are preceded, in the 
present volume, by two others dealing 
with the methods and the value of the 
study of comparative religion and its 
relations to anthropology, and are of a 
more general character, They occupy 
one-third of the book, and, in explana- 
tion of this, the author writes in his pre- 
face: 


* * * The subject is winning greater 
consideration, and even receiving endow- 
ment; in the organization of the newer 
universities. From the scientific point of 
view, it is one of the most fascinating 
studies, and its practical importance for 
our colonial administrators and our mis- 
sionaries is obvious to those who reflect. 
It is also a legitimate hope that its wider 
and more intelligent recognition in Eng- 
land may tend to cool and temper the 
heated atmosphere of dogmatic contro- 
versy by presenting religious facts in 
their true proportion and proper setting. 


Mr. Farnell is the author of “Cults of 
the Greek States."'.
